Proposed Amendment No, 5 is non-political and 
does not involve the State financially in any way, nor 
any citizen of the State outside of a drainage dis- 
trict. It furnishes a voluntary opportunity to land- 
owners in drainage district areas. 

The purpose of this measure is to give the land- 
owners in the wet, overflow lands of the State the 
authority to incorporate their lands, when they de- 
sire to do so, and to proceed as a unit in the con- 
struction of drains for the elimination of unhealth- 
ful conditions and to render such lands more suita- 
ble for cultivation and other purposes,
